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whereas for the conventional future of Europe as it happens there are many issues where there is non 
agreement between France and Germany France is a very proud nation-state and with a very long history as 
a nation-state Germany is also a proud nation but is less concerned about what they would see as older 
concepts of sovereignty than is France and the United Kingdom and the aim of the convention is to try and 
secure a reconciliation of those | think one last question good morning for those of you just joining us for 
American morning you're listening to the Foreign Minister of Great Britain you take questions from the 
porter's as he continues to reinforce Britain's commitment to Operation Iraqi Freedom how concern of course 
is to ensure that this military action is over as quickly as possible and with the minimum loss of life and huge 
efforts are being made to secure that end as to tactics Saddam Hussein would use l'm afraid | can't 
speculate on those what we do know is that he does have weapons of mass destruction the whole 
international community knows that it was exactly for that reason that that we agreed unanimously resolution 
1441 which begins by saying that Saddam Hussein's proliferation of weapons of mass destruction and his 
long-range missiles and his defiance of the United Nations poses a threat to international peace and security 
and it ends by saying that if Saddam refuses to comply peacefully then serious consequences will follow and 
every single thing that we are doing is fully in compliance with resolution 40 41 what we are doing is putting 
that resolution into effect not avoiding it thank you very much once again for those of you just joining us that 
was British Foreign Secretary 
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us that was British Foreign Secretary Jack Straw urging European governments on Thursday to pull together 
to bring humanitarian relief to Iraq and also join in the reconstruction process here's a quote from what he 
had to say a little bit earlier on in the question-and-answer session with reporters he said the European 
community could come together recognize that we have a common agenda and working for the humanitarian 
relief of Iraq and its reconstruction glad to have all you with us this morning as probably you know it has been 
some 10 hours since Operation Iraqi Freedom has begun a lot of developments to talk about overnight here 
is the very latest lraq fired several missiles into northern Kuwait u.s. Patriot missiles knocked at least one of 
them out of the sky to other Zaraki missiles landed near a u.s. logistic center in the desert Saddam Hussein 
delivered a defiant message to his people shortly after a US missile attacked aimed at him President Bush 
were to be attack on two separate targets the strikes were based on intelligence that indicated a location 
where Hussein was believed to be holding a meeting despite Saddam's TV appearance it is not clear if he 
survived or if the message was perhaps taped before the attack Bill Hemmer joins us from quite city this 
morning good morning bill Paula hello it's been a busy afternoon here in Kuwait City air raid sirens have 
been sounding throughout the morning and the afternoon intermittent at times right now though the all-clear 
has been given as of 90 minutes ago meanwhile troops rushed to put on their gas masks and protective 


chemical suits in the desert the missiles though apparently did not carry any chemical or biological weapons 
meanwhile a Pentagon official reported that a small aircraft described as something like a Cessna flew 
across the Kuwait border crashed within sight of a marine position in the desert officials very concerned 
because Iraq they say has converted some small planes to carry chemical weapons 
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it is just about 3:00 in the afternoon and Baghdad where you see peaceful streets what appears to be a 
beautiful day that the scene defies reality there is an enormous force standing at the ready son of Hussein 
has already been in the crosshairs bill Paula also here in Kuwait there is something familiar about all this that 
we've been watching and listening to throughout the afternoon air-raid sirens off and on again for about a two 
hour period again the all-clear is now but still that shock and all attack has not yet arrived we will watch it all 
here live in Kuwait City good morning again I'm Bill Hemmer my colleague Paula Zahn back in New York 
Paula hello good morning bill we're going to be with you throughout the morning coming up our coverage will 
include reports from Baghdad and Reem Brahimi dr. Sanjay Gupta in Kuwait and kevinsites in northern Iraq 
we're going to start off in Baghdad this morning where as we just mentioned is about four minutes past 3:00 
p.m. there ring for him he joins us on the telephone from the Iraqi capital ring good morning good morning to 
you pull a very calm day indeed after this night and any morning of military action on bombing of the Iraqi 
capital few people were able to sneak out and just a few cars were out emerged during the early hours of the 
afternoon and now there's even less so there were a group of kids even playing football but it seems they 
only stayed out for half an hour and then went back now we're hearing from hospital sources here in 
Baghdad Porter that 14 people have been injured and one person was killed in the night's airstrikes the 
evening the early morning air strike started there shortly before the Sun was up at about 5:30 a.m. there was 
a start and then air raid sirens could be heard then we had a lot of anti-aircraft there was a lull for a few 
minutes and then an 
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was a lull for a few minutes and then an intense round of anti-aircraft fire you could even see her orange 
tracer fire in the sky although it was a very hazy sky due to it danced the sandstorm and dust the day before 
now half an hour after that first all-clear signal President Saddam Hussein there was shown on Iraqi TV 
addressing not only the Iraqi people but also what he called friends of allied countries according on them to 
observe what he said was the President Bush's ignoring their efforts to avert war he also said that this was a 
battle waged by the United States against Arabs and Muslims as well as the rest of the shoe manatee now 
the Minister of Information for the spoke to reporters a short while ago he told reporters that the u.s. claimed 
they had bombed the Baghdad with 40 missiles in order to target President Saddam Hussein he said the 
rulers of the United States have now become daring they admit themselves now said the Minister that they 
are assassins that the American administration had failed and this was why President Saddam Hussein had 
come up on Iraqi TV talking to the people he said this was to show that they have failed and also to show 
what he called a peace-loving people in the world that the US was an assassin a if a state that believed in 
assassination Porter remember he meanwhile be checking in with you out throughout the morning thanks so 
much bill Paula about 90 minutes ago in downtown Kuwait City off to the right of my location here we heard a 
loud explosion in the middle of the afternoon still not clear what that was if it had any connection at all with 
the military conflict that appears underway in many circles quickly after that explosion was sounded we heard 
yet another siren about incoming danger but since that time we have been in a situation where the all-clear 
has been sounded a similar scene has occurred throughout the 
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scene has occurred throughout the afternoon of northern Kuwaiti desert missiles fired on behalf of the Iraqis 
have land in the Kuwaiti desert we are told though no reports of injuries or fatalities dr. Sanjay Gupta is with 
the US Marines he's at a location called Camp Eva Jima he now joins us for more on his perspective in and 
out of the bunkers throughout the afternoon Sanjay what's happening now yeah good morning so it's been a 


crazy morning no question about 10:30 local was the first time we saw anything and what we saw at that 
time was a very quickly moving object in the sky it looked like a missile it was fast and it was loud about 300 
feet in the air it appeared to be traveling from north to south and then we are all told to bunker bunker bunker 
and gas gas gas that basically means to get into the bunkers and put on your gas masks we certainly did 
that right away shortly after that we heard a boom coming from the south again from the south somewhere 
between US and Kuwait City that's what we had heard at that point since then we've been able to confirm 
that more than one missile had left it appeared grayish-green in nature with three yellow stripes around it that 
we've had three as you mentioned three bunker call since then at times that we've heard calls coming over 
the PA system like missiles inbound with her duds all around us at given times as well for the time as you 
mentioned though the NBC nuclear biological chemical teams have been investigating the site there doesn't 
seem to be any evidence of chemical munitions but also doesn't seem to be any evidence of casualties or 
other injuries whatsoever we have seen a medevac helicopter take off about 300 meters from here that 
helicopter has not yet returned bill Sanjay you're a doctor yourself and you've been with these Marines for 
several days you know all about the detection systems now in place in the desert why is it that they told you 
to get in the bunker put on your gas masks getting reports in our location they put on their chemical suits as 
well why is it with these detection systems where the alarm go out to do that if there is nothing detected in 
the end what | understand bill is that the why we're 
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understand bill is that the why we're doing that is based on the reasonable threat of these sorts of thing that 
was a small plane apparently that we've been hearing actually crossed the border and crashed could that 
plane have been carrying chemicals didn't know but I think the precautions certainly was the people closest 
that went to mop spore which means the full chemical gear ups ourselves or further away went to the 
bunkers with our gas masks on we were there for almost an hour in those gas masks but | think that was 
based on the plate as opposed to any kind of confirmation of any kind of chemical agents being used again 
we haven't that any of that can be chemically just have been confirmed but certainly a lot of people are very 
anxious about it and nervous so | think that's why these bunker calls keep happening over and over again bill 
one can understand dr. Sanjay Gupta thank you take care with the US Marines at Camp Iwo Jima northern 
Kuwait couple images we want to share with you right now Kuwait television has gone out at least one these 
locations where a missile had landed had been impacted now we're not sure if this was directed off its flight 
because of a Patriot missile that we are told to the Pentagon didn't make contact with least one incoming 
missile nonetheless though you can see the damage right now in the Kuwaiti desert again no reports of 
injuries and that certainly is a good thing meanwhile about three hours ago let's share some sounds and 
some sights that took place in downtown Kuwait City have a listen to this now this was the scene and the 
sound from two-and-a-half hours ago when the first of three different waves of sirens went off here in 
downtown Kuwait City civil defense system trying to alert the people who live here about incoming danger 
again just to recap Paula right now we are in the all-clear just like Sanjay is with the US Marines much more 
though throughout the afternoon at times it has been very hectic and very busy nonetheless though right now 
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right now all clear in Kuwait Paula thanks so much bill we're just beginning to get some information in from 
the Red Cross about the effectiveness of the attack we have now been told that the Red Cross is reporting 
that at least 14 people were wounded in that attack last night in Baghdad one person was killed and the 
Jordanian Information Ministry is now saying that it was indeed a Jordanian citizen who was killed in the 
strike rule Ameen now joins us along the Jordanian border of Iraq a morning the law good morning Paula we 
just learned that a Jordanian citizen at Medusa filibus is the first Jordanian casualty in this world according to 
security here Jordanian security he was killed when a fuel depot stationed on the road between our man and 
Baghdad was hit by a missile this is about we're here at the Jordanian Iraqi border and it's about a hundred 
and seventy miles away from here now if | step aside from the shot you're going to see these two arches and 
these are the entrance and the exit to the jordanian iraqi border on a regular day this is a very busy entrance 
a border crossing but not today very few cars going in more cars going out full with jordanian students who 


have decided to leave as well as sudenly refugees Sudanese families who have been in Iraq for years and 
now they decided to leave coming here they were taken in a bus to a refugee camp that was set for them just 
close from here and there they were given mattresses blankets they are supposed to stay there only for a 
very short time until their papers are processed and then they are sent to their home countries the Jordanian 
officials say they determined they are not going to absorb a large number of refugees and that's why they 
have very strict procedures at the border so as to limit the numbers of people who are coming in those 
Sudanese refugees told us that they had spent more than 12 hours on the border we are we also know that 
very few Iraqis have 
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we also know that very few Iraqis have been able to come in although there are preparations to set up a 
refugee camp here to receive any Iraqi who will be able to get in polar rule Ameen reporting from along the 
Jordanian Iraqi border back to bill now in Kuwait City Phil all right Paula listen some of the great sources of 
information we have on this story comes by way of our CNN colleagues now embedded working with US 
military units be the Air Force the Navy the army or the US Marines based on their information that we've 
been getting over the past several hours we can now ascertain what's happening on behalf of the US military 
in terms of movement and also in terms of what's happening right now inside these camps Ryan Chilcote is 
one of them he's worth a hundred and first Airborne Division now stationed in the northern Kuwaiti desert 
Ryan by way of telephone what do you have for us well bill the first wake-up call for the hundred first just 
after noon local time a little less than three hours ago a standing next to a group of soldiers when the Scud 
siren went off there are three alarms that the US military uses to indicate threat to the troops and one of them 
is called the Scud siren well that went off we all immediately donned our mast it was the first time any of the 
soldiers have heard it for the real we had heard rehearsals but this was for real all donned our masks and 
heads for the bunker as quickly as we could five minutes later we were cleared with another alarm that 
means all-clear took off our masks and a man came up to us a soldier with a radio and told us that there had 
been a Scud attack well | can now tell you that the military no longer believes that that was a Scud they 
believed that that was a surface-to-surface missile called the Abbeville 140 minutes after that another alarm 
went off the same deal deja vu all over again we donned our mass ran back to the to the bunker again we 
were told it was a Scud it turns out now according to the military it wasn't as good it was another Abbeville 
one hundred another surface-to-surface missile apparently intercepted by 
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missile apparently intercepted by Patriot missiles and that but some of the missile did make it to the ground 
did impact near here bill Orion quickly just to make a distinction between a Scud in the missile you're 
describing scuds have greater range than some of these other missiles is that the situation as you 
understand it with this particular type to be honest though | don't know what the distinction between a Scud 
and a regular surface-to-surface missile is all | know is that the intelligence officer with the 3rd Brigade that 
I'm with and we do not normally call the Apple Hill 100 those SSMS surface-to-surface missiles scuds exactly 
why | don't know hopefully our analysts can answer that in the coming minutes great CNN's Ryan Chilcote 
with a hundred first Airborne Division you take care out there again with the US Army in the desert one quick 
note here Paula we've been told by CNN analysts and military planners here in Kuwait City that you can 
expect about a 90 percent chance of some sort of missile be to scudder otherwise impacting here in Kuwait 
sitting although that's may sound like a very high number a great probability 90 percent they also say the 
chances of a direct hit right now are very very small many of these missiles fired on behalf of the Iraqis do 
not have great accuracy thank you now in New York though I do think you need to remind viewers though 
that no one at CNN is taking unnecessary chances yeah that's very true | tell you | have never seen a 
company that takes better care or is more conscientious of its own employees being out here | can tell you 
Paula we've been trained we've been equipped we have procedures in place in the event that we need to 
take cover we will not hesitate we will not take any chances on this story thanks so much bill among some of 
those other reporters embedded with US troops is Frank Buckley who joins us now from the USS 
Constellation Frank good morning what's the latest from there well good morning Paulo the surface 
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well good morning Paulo the surface combat commander for this theater is here aboard the USS 
Constellation that's Rear Admiral Barry Costello he tells us that six US Navy warships were involved in the 
tomahawk strikes into Iraq there were two cruisers two destroyers into los angeles-class attack submarines 
the cruisers the Cowpens and the Bunker Hill the destroyers were the Milius and the Donald cook and the 
submarines were the montpelier and the Cheyenne they operated out of the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf 
there were also some 24 strike sorties that came off the USS Constellation they targeted military installations 
defense air defense facilities and communications facilities but Admiral Costello cautioned that these were 
part of a transition phase between operation southern watch and the situation in Iraq he termed these more 
of prepping the battlefield rather than the shock-and-awe air campaign that we are still expecting to follow 
among the aircraft that left the deck of the constellation here was the ea-6b prowler this is the jamming radar 
jamming aircraft that flies with the Lancers squadron from the constellation this aircraft did fly in support of 
the strikes into Iraq with the f-117 stealth aircraft it jammed the radar as the 117s went in the ea-6b | like to 
say that they open a window as the strike aircraft go in and then close that window as the strike aircraft are 
going back out one additional note leaflets continue to be dropped into Iraq during a 24-hour period leading 
up to the first strikes some to a half leaflets were dropped in Iraq Paula essentially telling Iraqi forces that 
they should give themselves up that they should not use weapons of mass destruction and giving them some 
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destruction and giving them some information on frequencies they could tune into to listen to coalition forces 
well Frank Buckley thanks so much for the update we'll be getting back to you throughout the morning as 
well still to come here on American morning where the world stands on the war we're gonna get some 
diplomatic perspective from former Secretary of State Madeleine Albright CNN's strike on a rock coverage

welcome first off your reaction to the first strikes we saw overnight well hello Paula and | my reactions are 
that it is actually a very sad day that 
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that it is actually a very sad day that we have had to go in this direction obviously we are all very supportive 
of our troops who in watching what has been going on are quite brilliant I'm especially interested in the USS 
Constellation having been on that aircraft carrier and | just think that this is a difficult war | the president has 
already warned us that it's going to be longer than people think | hope very much that that part of it can get 
over as quickly as possible and that we are able to move into the reconstruction phase it is not clear exactly 
what those missiles hit last night in Baghdad a certainly a decapitation attack as something other presence of 
try the president you served under tried a similar thing to try to get rid of Osama bin Laden just your reaction 
to starting off the campaign with that well | can imagine what it was like when according to the news of CIA 
director tenet came in and told the president that there was the potential of getting suddam Hussein very 
early on obviously one of the very difficult parts of this war is going to be trying to figure out what the end of 
Saddam Hussein is will he actually die or will he take eggs Isle or captured and I'm sure that they were very 


enticed by the fact that one of the major goals here of removing Saddam Hussein could be done so early we 
obviously have been told that this war was going to begin in a different way so it must have been a very 
important decision for the president to make we're just beginning to hear some international reaction the 
French this morning saying they are expressing deep concern over the military operations in Iraq they hope 
that quote which has just begun will end as soon as possible they say officials continue to be particularly 
attentive to the security of French people abroad and are following the developing situation with the greatest 
attention clearly in a rebuilding of Iraq the French are going 
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rebuilding of Iraq the French are going to play some kind of a role where do you see the relationship going 
between the United States and France well | think it's absolutely essential to rebuild the relationship we 
cannot have a spat between US and one of our best allies and | hope very much that the diplomacy that is 
you should be taking place at this point is in terms of trying to rebuild those relationships we need everyone 
as we rebuild Iraq | hope very much that this administration will understand that the United Nations has to 
have an important role in the rebuilding and that in fact they go to the UN as we did with Kosovo in order to 
try to get more support for a rebuilding and potentially the idea of some international Authority in there so that 
it's not just the United States President Putin making some stinging remarks today about the beginning of 
this campaign he said that the military campaign should be halted as soon as possible he said if we allow the 
law of the fists to replace international law by which the strong are always right and has the right to do 
anything and then he goes on to say that this was a major political mistake how much of a fallout do you 
think we'll see in that relationship between Russia | mean | well | I'm kind of surprised at the vehemence of 
that particular statement because President Bush has had a very good relationship with President Putin one 
that he has put a great deal of effort into | hope again very much that these kinds of initial statements can be 
mitigated as time goes on to try to rebuild the relationships because for me Paula one of the most important 
fall outs of the war is that potentially we have damaged a whole series of not only bilateral but multilateral 
relationships that are necessary for the United States to exist in a more secure world so once the war started 
obviously in many ways the Pentagon takes over and the military 
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Pentagon takes over and the military routine takes place and it is up to the diplomats now to do everything 
they can to rebuild the relationships in support of what we're doing and in support of what has to happen next 
Madeleine Albright former Secretary of State during the Clinton administration thanks so much for your time 
this morning really appreciate your dropping Thank You Paulette and for your coverage thank you back to bill 
now who joins us from Kuwait City bill Paula you mentioned the strong words from Vladimir Putin earlier 
today directed the White House directed at the military strikes now underway last night the American people 
and a 4-minute of dress did hear from the president let's find out what's happening this morning front lawn of 
the White House and CNN's John King today John hello good morning to you bill from the White House 
President Bush returned to the Oval Office from the White House residents about 35 minutes ago now adda 
long series of urgent meetings with military planners also a day-long series of phone calls around the world 
we were told from President Bush at 6:00 a.m. this morning now about 90 minutes ago Condoleezza Rice 
the president's national security adviser walked from the West Wing to the White House residence to brief 
the President on overnight developments we were told by a senior administration official that the president is 
well aware of the criticism from President Vladimir Putin and other world leaders but that he is quote 
undeterred and that the campaign will continue now as you noted it was in a four-minute address to the 
American people last night that mr. Bush announced the first wave of the attack was underway mr. Bush 
saying selected targets were being hit in the first wave but he also made clear that when the full force of this 
operation swings underway the United States will use overwhelming military force now that conflict has come 
the only way to limit its duration is to apply decisive force and | assure you this will not be a campaign of half 
measures and we will accept no outcome but victory my fellow citizens the dangers to our country and the 
world will be overcome we will pass through this time of peril 
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we will pass through this time of peril and carry on the work of peace we will defend our freedom we will 
bring freedom to others and we will prevail now the dramatic decision to advance the start of this campaign 
by as much as 48 hours came at this meeting right here you see defense secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
chairman Richard Meyers did George Tenet the CIA director heading into an afternoon meeting here at the 
White House it started at about 3:20 p.m. 3:00 3:20 p.m. in the Oval Office it ran till about 7:20 p.m. at that 
meeting the CIA director George Tenet told mr. Bush the CIA had reason to believe that it had an intelligence 
lock on Saddam Hussein and other key members of the Iraqi leadership the military planners told mr. Bush 
they could launch a strike almost immediately if he gave the okay mr. Bush gave the approval at that meeting 
the strikes were launched of course it was later when the president told the American people the attacks 
were underway this morning curiously the White House says it is still waiting for an assessment from the 
intelligence community to determine whether that tape of Saddam Hussein on Iraqi TV was indeed authentic 
whether it perhaps was recorded prior to the strikes the White House officials tell us that assessment is 
underway mr. Bush again in the Oval Office at this hour defense secretary Rumsfeld among his urgent 
visitors this morning officials tell us it could still be 24 hours perhaps even more before we see the full wave 
of this military action bill John King on the front lawn Jon thanks we will hear from Ari Fleischer later today 
you'll see that briefing here live on CNN and certainly there will be a multitude of questions about where we 
are going now as a country in terms of this military action back to Paula now in New York thanks Bill we're 
going to take a short break here but our coverage of operation rocki freedom will continue joining us right out 
of the break will be Reem for he me and Baghdad we've got dr. Sanjay Gupta on the ground in Kuwait and 
kevinsites joining us from northern Iraq we'll be right back 
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for those of you that are just joining us here on American morning here are some of the latest developments 
at this hour Araki missiles fell on Kuwait today Patriot batteries took out one of those missiles no injuries are 
reported son of Hussein the target of a u.s. decapitation attack involving 40 Tomahawk missiles fired from six 
different US warships he has since addressed the Iraqi people as John King just reported the White House of 
analysis of that tape is being done to figure out whether it was pre-taped work to done live hospital sources 
in Iraq report 14 people were held killed one killed in the strikes the Jordanian foreign ministry is now 
confirming among those dead was one of their own back to Kuwait now with Bill Thank You Paula here in 
Kuwait City the Pentagon also sang a small Cessna plane that's how they describe it across from Iraq into 
Kuwait and crash near a Marine position possibly camp commando the forward location for the US Marines 
barracks information Minister claims u.s. missiles and bombs hit only an empty building and did kill one 
civilian as Paula gist mentioned Iraq is also shelling Kurdish held areas in northern Iraq [Music] welcome 
back to American morning I'm Paula Zahn good morning bill hello Paula just to let you know right now in the 
background you might be able to hear with the air-raid sirens going off yet again in Kuwait City just to update 
you in case the viewers are just joining us it was about three hours ago when we heard the first of three 
waves all come and go the all-clear finished after each wave but now yet again there is another air-raid siren 
what this means right now quite unclear we do not know but again you can hear it in the background when 
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you can hear it in the background when we get more information on this you'll hear it first Paula and Bill if 
you're given an Indian indication by our people on the ground there to need to get out you're gonna head for 
that parking garage that CNN employer headed to a number of times today already right yeah we certainly 
will our colleagues we're about 60 strong here in the hotel in Kuwait City and a number of them dozens of 
them went down to that parking garage earlier today listen we have a full staff here what allows us with 
technical experts to tell us when we need to take cover and when it's okay they're in constant contact with us 
Paula and our gas masks are our bulletproof Kevlar vests are not too far from our reach we are not taking 
many precautions although half a world away it seems quite dangerous right now to viewers back in the US 
we are doing everything we can to make sure that we are safe the sirens are still underway right now Paula 


not quite sure what it means right now but we'll let you know as soon as we find out all right we will come 
back here for that in the meantime little US military activity has been reported in the hours since missiles 
struck and Baghdad in in operation intended to take out Saddam Hussein we're not sure exactly how 
effective that mission has been let's turn to Barbara Starr for more on that at the Pentagon Barbara do we 
know what those missiles hit we don't at this point Paula but events are moving very quickly here this 
morning officials now confirming that special forces are in southern Iraq conducting reconnaissance missions 
they call it preparing the battlefield clearly moving to key sites to get ready for more military action which 
could unfold over the next 24 hours we are also told to expect to see continuing airstrike in southern Iraq all 
part of the effort to prep the battlefield before the full invasion the full air and ground campaign begins 
officials are confirming at least two missile launches indeed towards Kuwait they do not think at this point 
they were scuds in fact what they are confirming to us is these were

are confirming to us is these were short-range surface-to-surface ballistic missiles they believe one of them 
was an awesome mood missile or a variant of the awesome mood of course that being the type of missile 
that the Iraqis had been destroying in recent days but they had not destroyed their entire inventory at least 
one of those missiles successfully intercepted by a u.s. Patriot missile launched out of Kuwait officials also 
confirming details more details of the report of that small Cessna aircraft that flew over a Marine Corps 
position in Kuwait and then crashed officials saying eyewitness accounts tell them that that Cessna circled 
for about five minutes before it crashed they do not know if there was a pilot on board they do not believe at 
this point that there were any chemical or weapons of mass destruction munitions on board because the all- 
clear was sounded in addition Paula CNN has learned that the strike last night on Baghdad may not really 
have been all that much of a surprise since late last year intelligence officials the CIA and other military 
intelligence officials had been studying architectural drawings of key sites in Baghdad that they believe 
Saddam Hussein might run to when he finally felt the pressure they had looked at these drawings they had 
looked at the sites they had a good idea of exactly what types of munitions they wanted to fire at them to give 
them their best chance of destroying those sites yesterday the CIA believed they were ready to move and 
they did move against those targets not clear yet still waiting for the results of last night's attack Paula 
Barbara | wanted to add to that and some reporting I've just seen from our own wire service saying that US 
government officials have acknowledged that a private home outside of Baghdad had been specifically 
targeted they had had some optimism that Saddam Hussein might be there plus members of the Iraqi leader 
chef's once again before we hear this news conference this morning we really don't know what was hit we 
just have this Red Cross information to go on that 
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this Red Cross information to go on that one Jordanian citizen was killed 14 wounded is there anything else 
you can add to that this morning well all we can tell you Paula is it's very clear that covert reconnaissance 
had been going on for several days they were keeping what they felt they had an idea where the leadership 
might be but experience has taught the US military especially look at the Osama bin Laden effort to find him 
very very tough to find one man on the move Barbara Starr thanks so much we will be coming back to you 
often this morning back to Bill now in quake city Thank You Paula just so our viewers know don't hear the 
sirens right now that's a good thing meanwhile in northern Iraq that's where we find CNN's Kevin sites he's in 
that Kurdish controlled territory where apparently there was some type of military action a few hours ago 
Kevin what do you have for us bill just to give you a little perspective chamcham mall is midway between cell 
anemia and Kirkuk this is the farthest west that we can go right now that is still Kurdish controlled territory 
about two kilometers behind me are lraqi forces now it's been a fairly interesting day so far | the area that 
we're in right now which is Kurdish controlled is armed with only a few men they have small weapons here a 
k47 but earlier today the Iraqi forces fired off an artillery round which just seemed to go into the air we didn't 
see where it landed then shortly after that a mortar round an 82 millimeter mortar then there was some small 
arms fire after that it was quiet for a little bit and then perhaps about an hour or an hour and a half ago 
another mortar round and my partner Bill Skinner here who's been shooting for us was walking across the 


road at one point and they opened fire with dooshka machine guns and some of those rounds hit behind him 
on the road just as he was crossing now there's nothing militarily significant here in the town of Chomp Jamal 
is all but empty everyone's evacuated there is close to the lines as you can possibly get and they're fearful of 
a biological or 
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they're fearful of a biological or chemical attack so most of the people have evacuated it's not really clear 
why the Iraqis were shooting here it may be just a harassment fire basically that not liking the fact that there 
were some media in the area however we did think one round went towards chamcham all we did a little 
reconnaissance over there and tried to find out where it might have landed and have not seen anything yet 
no damage there but it did make it a bit of an exciting morning all right Kevin thanks Kevin sites again in 
northern Iraq they're in that Kurdish controlled territory let's bring in Don Shepard and military analysts right 
now who will write out this entire military conflict just like he did during the Afghanistan campaign Don it is 
said this was some sort of decapitation strike is the implication in that title quite obvious this was directed at 
the head of the Iraqi leadership yeah bill Apollo that is correct it appears what happened is a 42 Tomahawk 
missiles launched from two destroyers two cruisers and two submarines operating between the Persian Gulf 
and the Red Sea in addition 117 stealth fighters are reportedly two of them dropping Jade gbu 27 penetrator 
bombs on the targets on at least two targets perhaps four targets we're still sorting all this out we're waiting 
for the Pentagon to confirm all of these details the guided missile destroyers are the USS Milius from San 
Diego the USS cooked from Norfolk the cruisers were the Bunker Hill from San Diego and the Cowpens from 
Yokosuka Japan and the submarines were the Cheyenne from Pearl Harbor and the Montpelier from Norfolk 
Norfolk all of these capable of firing the Tomahawk missiles and this is a this is tactical surprise that it is a at 
its best bill none of us expected this we all expected the big strike first yeah done listen the Iraqi foreign 
minister is already saying this is should be classified as a an assassination attempt should we stop short of 
that based on the description we're getting from the Pentagon and based on how these attacks 
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Pentagon and based on how these attacks were carried out absolutely basically in time of war when 
hostilities are declared the day after the deadline a leadership targets of any type are valid targets we're after 
leadership targets if Saddam is there we've seen pictures of Saddam in uniform and this is a valid target not 
fascination attempt in his classic sense bill listen Don we've been told about shock and awe we've been told 
about 3,000 Tomahawk cruise missiles over 48 hour period what happens now are we at the in-between 
stage right now where this initial launch happens last night based on intelligence information for the CIA and 
now we're just waiting possibly later tonight no one knows certainly but possibly that's when the shock and 
awe theory kicks in bill | think you're right on if everything that we have heard and they're expecting happens 
the shock and awe will happen either tonight or tomorrow night or sometime later depending on when 
general franks is ready and the conditions are right this strike appears to be what we call actionable 
intelligence provided to the president by CIA now decisions have to be made ahead of time on this because 
the time of flight depending on where they are launched from the Tomahawks can be anywhere from one two 
to three hours so they have some time enroute and of course the the airplanes have to launch off alert to get 
there so you've got a time element here bill all right Don thanks Don Shepard our military analysts who will 
ride again throughout this military conflict with us general thanks to you meanwhile Paula quickly back here 
in Kuwait City we have heard the on-again off-again sirens now for the better part of three hours it appears 
right now that this could be rather habit-forming as we get further into this military conflict thank you now 
thanks so much bill in our own Ryan schukat who isn't better with a hundred and first Airborne | guess is 
hearing the same kind of siren call the motto of the hundred and first Airborne ready to move ready to fight 
Ryan what's the latest from there well Paula we just had a first time to apologize l'm talking to you through a 
gas mask we just had our 
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you through a gas mask we just had our third good alarm go off certain alarm sound and just a few just about 
three hours it just sounded about | guess two three minutes ago we're all now in our gas masks the soldiers 
the journalists that are traveling with 101st airborne now are awaiting further instructions whether we can 
take our mass off usually about five minutes after the initial mass of the initial alarm another alarm sounding 
off clear there have already been two missile attacks work they were SSM or surface-to-surface missile 
attacks they we're a lot learning to both of those five you should find these alarms Paula what else can you 
tell us happened overnight Oh actually things were pretty calm quite frankly until the first of these this alarms 
went off | mean we never actually heard one of these alarms go off for real a couple weeks ago and Camp 
New Jersey there had been a rehearsal a dress rehearsal if you will so they tested three different kinds of 
alarms that the US military uses to indicate threats for the soldiers but this was the first time | think that any 
of these soldiers had actually heard the this alarm the alarm indicating a Scud attack actually used for real it 
was a real wake-up Call | think for all of us a wake-up call indeed Ryan Chilcote joining us from Kuwait 
alongside the members of 101st airborne division we're gonna take a short break here we'll have more right 
after this [Music] all right back here in Kuwait City listen | just want to let our viewers know the all-clear signal 
has been given yet again this has been an on-again off-again process now for the better part of three hours 
here in Kuwait City expect things like these to happen throughout this entire conflict Kuwait 
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throughout this entire conflict Kuwait will tell you they've taken great measures right now to fortify their 
country make themselves stronger and make sure they can communicate with their own people in the event 
of war just as a precaution the CNN colleagues here working with us here in Kuwait City where you've put on 
our body armor Kevlar bulletproof vests just in case we think that's the smartest move to make at this point 
meanwhile back to Walt Rogers now he is embedded with the US Army's seventh Calgary in the northern 
and Kuwaiti desert and Walt's been tracking the movements of the US Army Walt would he have for us today 
well the seventh Cavalry the soldiers in the seventh Cavalry had a bit of a scare today one of the soldiers | 
talked with said he was darn scared a few hours ago we heard several explosions in the distance over there 
it turns well | better not give you the mileage but we did hear the explosions and the reason | can't give you 
the mileage is because then | can they could figure out where we are we heard the explosions a few seconds 
later the soldiers started running around say get your vehicles get in your vehicles that means getting your 
tanks getting your Bradley fighting vehicles they are very thick and heavily armored and consequently they 
were the army was afraid our chiller ii would soon be falling on our position here they got their vehicles in the 
next thing less than 45 seconds later soldiers started shouting the captain a year at apache troop started 
started shouting mop four in army terms that means done your full chemical weapons suits your boots your 
trousers your parka your gas masks and your gloves i | didn't make it nine seconds the full suit but | got into 
mine pretty fast felt pretty pleased bill because | made got into my suit faster than some of the soldiers we 
said for about 20 minutes we heard no more explosions and then there was the signal all clear but for a while 
there it was more than a little frightening at least for some of the soldiers basically it was an inconvenience 
getting into those fair Chemical Weapons suit in the desert heat 
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Chemical Weapons suit in the desert heat but we made it and | should say that none of the soldiers in the US 
seventh Cavalry was injured in any way still not clear to us whether it was a conventional missile that was 
fired across or a missile with an unconventional warhead but for the time being everything appears to be 
smooth sailing and the all-clear has sounded as | say it was a good ways distance that the explosions were 
heard later the army told us that a scud missile was fired and that Patriot missiles were fired at the scud 
missile and that accounts for the the sequence of explosions bill hey Walter | don't know how much you can 
talk about this answer or not but I'm gonna try it anyway how much can you tell us about how much your unit 
in the US Army has moved throughout northern Kuwait and possibly closer to the border with Iraq well give 
me your exact question because this requires a precise answer okay | want to know at this point can you tell 
us whether or not your unit is on the move or are you stationary bill we're in what the army calls an attack 
position imagine a 19th century frontier cavalry movement all around us all our fighting vehicles were 


encircled by tanks and Bradley fighting vehicles we are stationary the next move for this unit will be when the 
order comes to cross the line of departure which means go into Iraq and then head for our targets that's our 
situation now we're in what the army calls an attack position we are ready to go when ordered to go the 7th 
cavalry is ready to go and when the order comes you're going to see these people close up very quickly and 
make for that border the travel routes are all decided the objectives the operational objectives are all 
determined at this point everyone here in the seventh Cavalry and for that matter the 3rd Infantry Division 
behind it everyone knows where they're going

it everyone knows where they're going they're just waiting for the orders from the Pentagon bill Walter 
Rodgers thanks with the US Army in the northern Kuwaiti desert one way that we have Paula to track the 
movements of the US military it is unprecedented history military how many journalists right now working on 
behalf of these units embedded is the term the Pentagon uses Paula and Bill we talked a little bit this 
morning about how last night's so-called decapitation attacks are just the beginning of a multi-tiered process 
Kyra Phillips our own reporter who is embedded with the USS Lincoln is now confirming that more bombs 
have been dropped on Baghdad that's about all we can tell you right now we can also tell you the Pentagon 
is confirming in the last hour or two they have seen more surrenders from Iraqis we have in the meantime 
we're gonna go to Mike Hanna who's standing by at our Bureau in Tel Aviv of course the big concern is 
about what happened during the Gulf War with a number of scuds filed into Israel from Iraq we mentioned to 
you a little bit earlier this morning the Iraqis are accused of firing three surface-to-surface missiles into Kuwait 
last night one of them taken out by a Patriot missile battery nevertheless the concern is pretty great there 
isn't it Mike yes indeed it is Paula but at the same time the Israeli government has continued to reassure at 
citizens that the possibility of an Iraqi strike into Israel very very slim indeed the US had promised to Israel 
that it would notify the authorities when it was about to commence a strike it did so Secretary of State Colin 
Powell phoning the Israeli prime minister Ariel Sharon 19 minutes before those first cruise missiles were fired 
into Baghdad and sources tell CNN that the Secretary of State told mr. Sharon that this was a pre-emptive 
operation that the main assault was still to happen the Israeli so on a state of high alert all citizens 
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state of high alert all citizens carrying their gas masks including the kids going to school this morning now we 
understand that attendance at the schools was somewhat down many parents keeping their children away 
until they see exactly how the situation continues in the days ahead the Israeli Foreign Minister had a 10 
phone consultation with his ambassadors both in Britain and in the US and he told his Israeli ambassador in 
the u.s. to convey to the United States the fact that Israel was on its side but he also are some message to 
be conveyed that Israel does not see itself as part of this war and it hopes that this continues Paula Mike 
Hanna thanks to the update we're going to quickly go back to the Pentagon where Barbara Starr is standing 
by with the first we've heard of a crash of a military helicopter overnight Kent what can you tell us Barbara 
Paula officials are now confirming that a Special Forces helicopter late yesterday before this strike against 
Baghdad special forces helicopter had a hard landing essentially a crash in the southern no-fly zone special 
forces were on board they have all been safely extracted we are told no fatalities no injuries that team was 
taken out but it is a very sensitive matter that special forces are moving in and out of Iraq at this time officials 
are acknowledging it they have not indicated firmly yet whether the wreckage of that helicopter has now been 
hit by US air strikes but that is expected because it is a Special Forces helicopter the US military would not 
want the electronics and the other high-tech equipment on board to fall into the hands of the Iraqis so every 
expectation that essentially the carcass of that helicopter will now be the focus of US airstrikes to make sure 
it does not fall into the hands of the Israelis of the Iraqis now again the notion of Special Forces moving in 
and out of this area is sensitive but for many weeks now we should emphasize military officials 
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we should emphasize military officials have said Special Forces will be there they will move immediately to 
very sensitive sites oil fields suspected chemical and biological sites and conduct searches for Iraqi 
leadership Paula because of Barbara the concern over the Iraqis may be gaining control of some of the 
technology in this helicopter | know in our last hit you explained to us that the Pentagon had confirmed that 
some US Special Forces were moving north from a southern part of Iraq how might this affect their 
movement that is unclear at the moment because this is all very close hold we are reporting only what we 
are told because of the sensitivity that these people are in Iraqi territory what our understanding is this their 
mission at the moment is basically one known as preparing the battlefield they are going to pave the way for 
some of the operations that we expect to see unfolding in the next 24 to 48 hours farmer | don't know how 
much you can add to this but Kara Phillips who's on board the USS Lincoln had confirmed just moments ago 
that bombs had been dropped in Iraq originally the report suggested Baghdad in particular can you can you 
add anything to that or clarify that for us all we can tell you with specific knowledge here is everyone is 
indicating to expect a continuing series of very aggressive airstrikes in the southern no-fly zone that is to be 
expected what they want to do there is basically take out destroy as much of the Iraqi air defenses and 
communications in the southern no-fly zone in the next several hours of course the reason being once us 
ground forces begin to move north across the Demilitarized Zone they want to make sure they've taken out 
as much of the Iraqi threat as possible we are told very strongly to expect to see continuing airstrikes over 
the next several hours from carriers from air force land-based aircraft across 
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force land-based aircraft across southern Iraq probably quickly in closing we can now confirm that 17 Iraqis 
who surrendered to US forces are now the custody of Kuwaiti police | understand the Pentagon is 
conforming even more have surrendered in the last hour or so indeed Paula US military officials are saying 
that there have been more surrenders they characterize them as very small numbers at this point but they 
say it's another indication that they believe in these early hours there will be significant member a significant 
amount of the Iraqi military that will give up and not fight but it remains to be seen how all of that unfolds all 
right we are going to look to you to further clarify those reports coming from the US Lincoln of more bombs 
being dropped on Iraq as soon as you got that let us know in the meantime let's go back to Bill who joins us 
from Kuwait City any more sounding of sirens there yeah they have fallen silent right now pollen again about 
15 minutes ago we were given the all-clear signal here in Kuwait City for our viewers who might be just 
joining us an awful lot to keep track of right now in a nutshell the Pentagon and military sources here in 
Kuwait confirmed with CNN that several Iraqi missiles were launched into Kuwait a bit earlier today we're told 
that at least three Patriot missiles were fired in return at least knocking one down out of the sky no injuries 
reported no fatalities reported either also the Pentagon is telling us a small plane without a pilot was flown 
toward a Marine position as well it crashed just short of that Marine position we're told not much more 
information given there throughout the afternoon here in Kuwait we have heard those air-raid sirens come 
and go right now they have gone the all-clear continues much more live here in Kuwait City in a moment 
here on American morning [Music] good morning I'm Paula Zahn reporting from New York this morning it is 
some 11 hours since Operation Iraqi Freedom began a lot of developments overnight to 
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began a lot of developments overnight to talk about this morning here is the latest at this hour Kuwait has 
been under attack Iraq fired several surface-to-surface missiles into northern Kuwait u.s. Patriot missiles 
knocked at least one of them out of the sky we do not believe anybody was injured as a result of the second 
two surface-to-surface missiles a defiant message from saddam hussein was aired on iraqi TV shortly after a 
u.s. missile attack aimed at him US officials say they have no reason to believe it was a double they continue 
to analyze the videotape to get a sense of whether this was aired live or pre-taped 40 Tomahawk cruise 
missiles were launched from six US warships two stealth fighters dropped bombs the strikes were based on 
intelligence that indicated a location where Hussein was believed to be holding a meeting and one of those 
locations a private home was targeted the Red Cross is now reporting one person killed 14 injured let's go 
back to Bill Hemmer in Kuwait City bill Paula thanks good morning again and good afternoon from Kuwait air- 


raid siren sounding throughout the afternoon here in Kuwait City troops in the desert rushing to put on gas 
masks and protective chemical suits the missiles apparently though did not carry any chemical or biological 
weapons also an official the Pentagon reports that a small aircraft flew across the Kuwaiti border and 
crashed with inside of a marine position in the desert officials quite concerned because they believe Iraq has 
converted some small planes that carry chemical weapons Baghdad is a city at war but at the moment it is 
not appear to be a city under attack at least not where our cameras are station but missiles have struck the 
city and the question is did they kill the man in charge bill yeah Paula here in Kuwait Iraqi missiles have 
landed in the north we're getting 
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have landed in the north we're getting air-raid warnings with some regularity over the past three and a half 
hours quiet now though want to point that out the all-clear has been given precautions also being taken 
against the possibility of some sort of chemical or biological weapon I'm bill hemmer again live in Kuwait City 
a double broadcast today from here in the desert also back in New York as well Paula thanks Bill good 
morning to you all we appreciate your joining us this morning we start off this morning by catching up with 
one of our reporters Kyra Phillips who is embedded on the USS Constellation Kara we had heard reports 
coming from you just 15-20 minutes ago of a confirmation that something has been dropped on a rock and 
you clarify that for us this morning yes | surely I've actually I've been asked trying to head over here so you'll 
be able to see the f-14 Tomcat getting ready to launch off the USS Abraham Lincoln here it's all a part of 
Operation Iraqi Freedom yes that is right | have been reporting that bombs have been dropped in Iraq and it 
was by an effort seen similar to this one that you're seeing right now it's just about to launch | cannot confirm 
where exactly those bombs dropped but | can't tell you [Music] here's we stay with this picture explained to 
us what folks on board the USS Lincoln will be expected to do in the days to come like | would say that was 
the effort seen that Tomcat that just launched off the carrier there all right all right we just lost Kiera we hope 
to get back to her in a little bit just a quick recap at the moment we 
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just a quick recap at the moment we wanted to go back to that information that Iraq did fire several surface- 
to-surface missiles into Kuwait one of those taken out by a u.s. Patriot missile battery the other two fell in the 
desert no official confirmation of this but just based on our reporting from our embeds who are alongside 
various divisions of the armed forces in Kuwait no one appears to been injured as a result of that we're 
gonna stand by for a second who do we have up now NIC Robertson standing by and Baghdad to give us a 
better sense of what happened in Baghdad overnight Nick good morning what's the latest from now well 
good morning Paul Iraqi Hospital sources here are saying that 14 people were injured one person killed and 
they in the missile attacks overnight they also say minister mohammed al so half the information minister 
says that the TV and radio stations here were hit he also said that a customs building was hit along with a 
residential area south of the city one group of journalists was taken on a tour of the south of the city this 
morning they reported that they had not been able to see any signs of damage in the particular area they 
went to also Minister Al's the half saying that the United States that its target was President Saddam Hussein 
and that they're not ashamed to say that they fired 40 40 missiles at him in 40 different areas mister have a 
half-gainer this is a clear indication the United States are assassins however he went on to say that they 
failed because President Saddam Hussein was able to go on television speak to the world and prove that he 
was still alive it is very interesting to know part of what President Saddam Hussein had to say was the Iraq 
goal was that was to make sure that the United States lost their patience that they should lose hope in what 
they are driven to do and that they should go to the lowest level and give up an indication here the Iraqi 
leader hopes - hopes to undermine support for the

interesting here as well throughout the day on iraqi television we're seeing pictures of President Saddam 
Hussein at various different times there's a last number of years those pictures being played out repeatedly 
on Iraqi television in the city here the streets very very quiet very little traffic around at this time on a normal 
day at this time fall of the streets would be busy The Shops at this time still boarded up the city very much 
city the people bracing for what everyone here fears is to come probably much worse for Nick the Pentagon 
is not confirming at this hour what exactly it hit in Baghdad overnight you say the Iraqis are saying be based 
on that a television appearance it is proof that Saddam Hussein is alive because he was able to go on 
television | know US officials are analyzing that tape to see if indeed it was produced live or pre-taped can 
you add anything to that well we know that on the first day after the Gulf War in 1991 when that began on the 
17th of on the 17th the morning of the 17th of January President Saddam Hussein went on television at that 
time it was a his broadcast at that time was preceded by the that time information minister Lafayette Jassim 
has a master Damascene appearance on television against that this day was preceded by the appearance of 
many information minister al Sahar it is very difficult to say with certainty exactly when the broadcast was 
made certainly President Saddam Hussein referred to today the 20th of March that seems to be an indication 
that it was today he did he did look perhaps older and certainly less relaxed much more under pressure than 
he normally does in that many of the broadcasts where we normally see him meeting with officials he seems 
very relaxed it did sound like President Saddam Hussein and there's no and 
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Saddam Hussein and there's no and certainly that is the that is that is what Iraqi officials here want the world 
to believe that it was President Saddam Hussein so at this time here in Baghdad there's nothing to imply that 
it wasn't him at this stage Paula finally Mecca British defence secretary Geoff hoon is referring to last night's 
so-called decapitation attack as a warning shot and he says it's part of the effort to deal with as part of a 
dispersed command in control in Rock give us a sense of what the US military is up against along with the 
British here in trying to locate key members of the Iraqi military in addition to the political leadership of sodom 
hussein it's likely to be a very very difficult job particularly president saddam hussein his security and 
whereabouts a better guarded than anyone else in this country meetings locations of meetings are always 
secret they are played out on iraqi television but it's never clear when those meetings take place very difficult 
to get up-to-date intelligence information there it what a rocky officials have been telling us is that what they 
believe has been going on in the last number of weeks is an intense psychological warfare campaign against 
them the talk of a shockin or bombing that's supposed to the implication that Iraqi Iraq should give in before 
that its soldiers should put down their weapons all of it is part of appears to be part of a psychological 
campaign and this targeting of the Iraqi leader and put that there by putting pressure on him to appear on 
television as the Deputy Prime Minister did yesterday when rumors circulated that he was dead or had 
defected again it all puts pressure on Iran's leadership here to perhaps perform in the way that the West 
wants them to do to risk to be forced into a position where they have to respond and show that they are in 
good condition and if the shock and awe tactics of an intensive campaign of bombings to be 
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intensive campaign of bombings to be effective after the prelude to that seems logical to be an intensive 
period of psychological pressure it's likely to make shock and awe have a much greater impact look Nix 
Roberson joining us from the Iraqi capital the small as we go back to bill bill once again about the only thing 
we can confirm in absence of a Pentagon briefing right now is what the Red Cross is telling us that 14 people 
were injured last night in Baghdad as a result of this initial strike one killed the Jordanian foreign ministry 
confirming it indeed was a Jordanian citizen bill yeah and Paul as you point out there's a lot we do not know 
right now but what we do know is that this attack did take place prior to that 48 hour ultimatums expiration 
about 90 minutes in fact maybe two hours before that ultimatum deadline was reached now the questions 
are why and there are strong theories out there right now and there is some reporting that gives us now a 
better indication about possibly some of the intelligence the US military or the CIA may have had at the time 
David Ensor is working his sources in Washington our national security correspondent now can fill us in on 


what he's learning as to why it wen went rather when it did David hello hello bill well first of all let me just say 
that US intelligence officials are expressing some guarded optimism this morning that they may have killed 
some of the senior leadership of the Iraqi government now that may not include they say Saddam Hussein 
they believe the tape that was run on Iraqi television probably was indeed the the Iraqi leader himself that's 
obviously being looked at very closely the leader Saddam Hussein did use today's date in his in his 
discourse he didn't look as unruffled as usual so the presumption is that he is 
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usual so the presumption is that he is probably still alive but as | say US intelligence officials believe they are 
optimistic that in the strikes last night they did kill some of the Iraqi leadership now what what what led to this 
| am told is that Director of Central Intelligence George Tenet went in to see the president to tell him as one 
official put it we have intelligence which gives us some optimism that we have a Fick on some of the top 
leadership possibly including Saddam Hussein and it was when the president was presented with that 
opportunity that he made the decision to to move ahead with these early strikes a prior to the overall a full- 
scale invasion of lraq that has been expected and presumably is still still in the offing one other thing | can 
tell you there are reports in the newspapers this morning in some of the papers that there is intelligence 
useful intelligence coming from some of the Iraqis who were ordered to leave this tip lamotte's ordered to 
leave certain countries in the last couple of weeks that some of these diplomats have been interviewed have 
been warned there could be consequences for them if they don't cooperate and are providing useful 
information about weapons of mass destruction US intelligence officials confirming some of those interviews 
have no doubt occurred in most cases being conducted by the host countries not the United States but they 
say there is no motherlode of intelligence about weapons of mass destruction at least not so far they'll David 
back to this story about tracking Iraqi leaders do your sources tell you any sort of time frame how long they 
think they may have had them in their sights they're not being very specific about it bill but one gets the 
sense talking to US intelligence officials that this was an opportunity 
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officials that this was an opportunity that they felt might not last very long that they felt that they had some of 
the senior leadership very clearly identified in a particular location that it might or might not include saddam 
hussein that this was a target that they really thought the president ought to consider changing his plans and 
hitting early as as was done with these cruise missile attacks that that we see here so it was a it was a target 
with a limited shelf life to it as they put it it was a target that had to be hit or might not be there much longer 
well good reporting david thank you david ensor reporting a national security correspondent working his 
sources in washington-dc more when we get it here's Paul again thanks Bill back now to Kyra Phillips who 
was on board the USS Lincoln where she just moments ago confirmed she saw some f-14 Tomcats taking 
off what can you tell us now just as you--as talked to me it looks like it was an f-18 that just landed on the 
USS Abraham Lincoln a number of aircraft have been landing after taking off on missions in support of 
Operation Iraqi Freedom right now at this time | can tell you that seven aircraft are on their way back seven 
aircraft did drop bombs over Iraq where exactly they drop bombs | can't tell you but | can confirm that so far 
all the strike fighters on their way back after performing missions have all dropped their ordnance | can tell 
you what they're doing exactly right now is conducting VCA which is defensive counter air they are looking 
for air-to-air targets in other words Iraqi aircraft in the air that may be coming at coalition aircraft also these 
missions are include photo reconnaissance they're looking for Sam's 
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reconnaissance they're looking for Sam's surface-to-air missiles triple-a any kind of threat to coalition aircraft 
and as I've been reporting they're coming back without the bombs which means that they have found targets 
which they believe to be a threat and therefore have dropped the bomb | can tell you right now another f-18 

that just came back from a mission in support of Operation Iraqi Freedom landing here on the USS Abraham 
Lincoln the tempo has been picking up since this morning since the President of the United States came out 


and said that indeed the u.s. is at war with the ROK it started out slowly the missions you just saw a couple 
at a time now it's increasing the tempo is picking up but there is one thing | can tell you Paul is this is 
definitely just the beginning as I've been spending time with the f-14 Tomcat or getting to know other 
squadrons here in the USS Abraham Lincoln that the tempo will continue to pick up and at any time we could 
see massive air strikes a lot more intense that than what you are seeing right now of course the element of 
surprise a crucial asset in any type of a wartime operation and that is what they're banking on right now so 
what's happening right now is pretty slow and a pretty normal procedure for this type of operation so we have 
a lot in store and no doubt that a lot to tell you as the minutes tick on Paula Cara Phillips reporting from 
onboard the USS Lincoln and one of the more interesting facts we've learned this morning this will be the 
targeted so-called decapitation attacks last night were not watch were originally planned David Ensor 
reporting that the head of the CIA shared some information with the president last night basically said that 
that particular opportunity had a very short shelf life they've had optimism that they had a fix where some of 
the top

the top military commanders it is not clear at this hour of the 14 wounded last night that the Red Cross is 
confirming how many of those were members of Saddam Hussein's regime the one confirmed fatality we can 
talk about has in fact just been confirmed by the Jordanian foreign ministry it was a Jordanian citizen were 
take a short break here still to come the war in northern Iraq that of controlled territory there for years but 
could the war cost them what they've gained we're gonna hear from Middle East expert Kenneth [___] 
straight ahead [Music] see you [Music] welcome back to our strike honor Rock coverage joining us right now 
Senator John McCain from Washington DC good morning senator first off your reaction to the so-called the 
decapitation attack last night in Baghdad well obviously the CIA and other agencies had information that 
Saddam Hussein was at a location and this was an opportunity to remove the leadership of Iraq which as 
you know is a very tight and closed circle and | think it was worth the risk | think it it also indicates the United 
States commitment to shortening this war and minimizing casualties by changing their entire strategy to take 
care of this sort of target of opportunity and so | obviously apparently it didn't succeed but | think it was 
certainly a risk worth taking yeah we're trying to make sense of that now a Senator McCain because we are 
hearing from David Ensor 
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hearing from David Ensor our national security correspondent that there is so-called a quote guarded 
optimism that the attack may have killed several senior Iraqi leaders well if they did it | think it's an important 
success because as you know Saddam Hussein has confined the leadership of his country to a few family 
members and a few intensely loyal individuals and if those people are taken out then it would be incredibly 
disruptive to the chain of command their ability to transmit orders and what also maybe send a lesson to the 
others and positions leadership that their best option is to to get this conflict concluded as quickly as possible 
you just said you believed it was worth the risk of sort of changing the military game plan when CIA director 
Tennant got this information that there was a opportunity perhaps to hit some of this leadership being British 
defense secretary this morning describing that attack last night as a warning shot and then he went on to say 
this was tak was a part of our overall effort to deal with as part of a dispersed command in control in Iraq 
what what are the risks of this kind of attack when in fact the leadership could be fanned out all over that 
country the only risk | know Paula and you're gonna have a lot smarter military experts than me on the 
program already and we'll but it seems to me that there's a minimal risk here it seems to me that it's not 
going to significantly impact our ability to carry out the shock and awe operation which will be coming shortly 
there was a target of opportunity we took that opportunity apparently we didn't get sound the same but | think 
the psychological effect you know the old Joe Lewis line you can run but he can't hide may have some 
psychological effect on the leadership of this country senator when you say apparently we didn't get Saddam 
Hussein 
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apparently we didn't get Saddam Hussein the Pentagon is not confirming that at this hour have you been 
given information that would support that the sign of Hussein is still alive no | have no information but some 
people that I've talked to said it's unlikely that that they got in my home | hope they did and you know that 
question was going to come up and of course the program Saddam Hussein has been seen in uniform the 
conflict has been authorized that he is clearly a combatant in this exercise and for us to go after him and my 
my view is not an assassination attempt it's a military operation nic robertson a reporter on the ground in 
baghdad is saying the iraqi officials are using that video we've just seen of Saddam Hussein's statement last 
night once the attacks got underway as proof that he is still alive but apparently a lot of analysis is being 
done of that tape to see if it was pre taped or exactly when it was done there seems to be no doubt and that 
that is not a double that that was indeed Saddam Hussein talking last night anything else do you want to add 
to that no | didn't but | do want to say again the time for a debate this issue is over we want to support the 
men and women going to do a magnificent job under very difficult circumstances we support them and their 
mission and the president the United States and they know that and it's important to them as they undertake 
these very arduous and very dangerous tasks that lie ahead of us when you say the time the debate is over | 
know you heard the same remark Senator Tom Daschle made the other day that most of us heard do you 
have reason to believe that debate will be shelved until the end of these military operations | do | believe that 
all people in the Congress and throughout the country will rally behind the men and women their mission and 
the president United States and that's that's something that is important for us to do do you think it was a 
mistake for sonet Senator Tom Daschle to have made such pointed remarks on the eve of war I die | 
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remarks on the eve of war | die | wouldn't have | wouldn't have made those comments | don't usually having 
on occasion said a thing or two that perhaps | shouldn't have I'm reluctant to discuss the remarks of others 
but III think now we're all gonna get behind the president we're gonna pass a resolution I'm sure today that'll 
be a hundred to nothing supporting what's going on and we'll put that in other remarks behind us all right well 
the media doesn't have a way of remembering those remarks and I'm gonna get right back to you right we're 
not gonna remind you of any of those this morning Senator John McCain thank you for spending some time 
with us this morning back now to Ken [___] who is one of our experts who's basically to be working around 
the clock now who has written a book called the threatening storm an in-depth analysis of the history of Iraq 
and what might happen as a result of this military campaign Ken good morning first off what are you hearing 
about the effectiveness of the so-called decapitation attack last night a very carefully calibrated attack based 
on information the Cl director of George Tenet got about the positioning of several members of the key Iraqi 
leadership and perhaps on him Hussein himself honestly Paul I'm hearing the same thing that you all are 
reporting which is that at this point in time we just don't know the intelligence community doesn't think that 
they got Saddam was saying they felt that they had good information that it was a good shot to take the 
president said let's try it | think that that absolutely was the right thing to do if it had worked it might have 
ended the war and one fell swoop without all of the death and destruction that we may see that may follow 
they don't know what they accomplished there is hope that even if they didn't get saddam hussein they were 
able to hit a meeting of senior Iraqi commanders and so did some damage to rocks chain of command but 
they don't even know whether or not 
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they don't even know whether or not that's true according to david ensor our national security correspondent 
there is guarded optimism that indeed perhaps they did give get several key members of Sadr Hussein's 
leadership if that is the case what kind of impact would that have on the same well certainly | think that it'll 
put a little bit more fear into Saddam was saying it'll get him moving a little bit more | think the biggest thing 
for Saddam was saying though is that if if we did come close if the US strike did come close to him maybe it 
missed him but maybe it did get other senior leaders it is going to create a sense and Saddam was saying 
that someone in my inner circle is talking to the Americans and that may be the most important impact of all 


because that will make Saddam was saying even less trusting even more paranoid even more determined to 
keep things to himself and that's going to further impair his ability to direct the conduct of this war you're a 
man who has studied everything Saddam Hussein basically is done over the last 40 years what would he be 
inclined to do if he feels really boxed in here well typically when Saddam feels boxed in he lashes out 
typically if if he does believe that there's any kind of a leak in his inner circle if he thinks that there is 
someone who is feeding information to the Americans he will start shooting people anyone who he has any 
suspicion might possibly be that mole might possibly be that informant will get shot and chances are what 
that will do is first of all he will probably kill a lot of people who weren't talking to us but it will also stir all of 
the other Iraqis around him it'll make them that much more concerned it will make them that much more 
fearful and it what it could do is it might convince some of the people around him to actually move against 
him but if he is just out there shooting anybody who looks at him sideways they might decide you know what 
| don't know when my time is going to come up could be at any moment given this guy's mood better just get 
rid of him so it's the kind of thing that breeds dissension in the highest ranks of Saddam's leadership which 
can only been to be to our benefit Ken 
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only been to be to our benefit Ken Pollock thanks so much for joining us now we'd love for you to stick 
around with us all morning long so we can continue to get your perspective Ken Pollock of the savin Center 
just a quick reminder when Ken was talking about some of the pressure that Saddam Hussein might be 
feeling at the moment we can now confirm that there are 17 Iraqi soldiers now in the custody of the Kuwaiti 
police who have surrendered and Barbara Starr at the Pentagon confirming this morning that even more 
Iraqis have surrendered in in the last hour or two we're going to take a short break CNN's strike on Iraq 
coverage continues [Music] good morning thanks for joining us here are the latest developments at this hour 
airstrikes are being launched from at least one carrier in the Persian Gulf 40 Tomahawk cruise missiles were 
fired last night at two separate targets in Iraq the strikes are based on intelligence that indicated location 
where Saddam Hussein was believed to be holding a meeting with his top leadership a rocky TV then aired a 
tape message we actually don't know that actually aired a message from Saddam Hussein three hours after 
the attack officials are now telling us in the United States they believe it was a genuine broadcast but they're 
going to be doing some testing to see if indeed it was broadcast live or taped there is also some optimism at 
the Pentagon this morning that perhaps some Iraqi leaders were killed in that so-called decapitation attack 
last night 14 people injured one person killed a Jordanian citizen let's go back to Kuwait now where Bill 
Hemmer is standing by Bill Paula hello again here in Kuwait City those air raid sirens have been sounding off 
and on throughout the morning in fact we had about a three-hour span here when we heard them and then 
they died down came back again and died down again 
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down came back again and died down again at the moment for the past hour and 50 minutes we have had 
the all-clear sign here in Kuwait City we are told that Iraq has been firing missiles indicate northern part of 
this country and because of that many troops many Marines rushed to put on their gas masks and protective 
chemical suits however we're told the missiles did not carry any biological or chemical weapons meanwhile a 
Pentagon official reporting a small aircraft described as something similar to a Cessna flew across the 
Kuwaiti border from the north it was aimed for a marine position apparently but it did crash just short of that 
officials certainly concerned because Iraq they say has converted some small planes to carry chemical or 
biological weapons [Music] good morning welcome to American morning a very busy day to track here good 
morning bill yeah Paula hello in a moment here we're going to talk with Don Shepherd Major General to talk 
about what these military strikes mean right now and what we can predict in the next coming days or so 
we're talking about shock and all that was the theory given by the Pentagon 3,000 Tomahawk missiles when 
will that happen will it happen we'll talk to the general about that caller okay thanks Bill I'm sorry taking in 
some other information here we're gonna head back out to of the desert where dr. Sanjay Gupta is standing 
by on duty with members of a mass unit dr. Sanjay Gupta you've had a bit of a harrowing morning you've 


suffered through a number of sirens why don't you tell us what's going on now and then backtrack a little and 
tell us what you've witnessed over the last four or five hours no question about it it's not about 10:28 this 
morning people are walking around just waking up some of them and all the sudden we saw 
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of them and all the sudden we saw something and heard something saw something moving very fast heard 
something very loud about 300 feet off the deck we've got a little bit of a look at it as a great the missile have 
three yellow stripes on it when little warheads really very quickly we're in the northern desert of Kuwait as 
you mentioned this thing Travie day they had very shortly after that we heard a boom that was south of us 
you have to heard bunker bunker bunker gasps gasps gasps that was a car that surprised the moon no shell 
to put on all the instrumentation there are comets in there Kevlar and a death mask and running to these 
over here instead of 10:28 there have been five of these such bunker calls none of them lasting over an hour 
long with the gas masks on beside that one missus item that had been known other no others but the rains 
have confirmed that more than one that so possibly three mussels were fired one was probably knocked 
down by Patriot missiles there NBC teams actually dispatched to the scene that stands for nuclear biological 
and chemical teams and they have found no evidence of chemical munitions or | know you say forces there 
have been trained to go through this exercise time and time again you have worked in many operating rooms 
or around the country you're a guy who's supposed to deal with emergencies and shock it all that just on a 
personal level what was the experience like one second before the first bunker call today you know everyone 
heard about the attacks on Baghdad overnight you guys have been sitting here in the desert for a long time 
essentially waiting how did the mood change this morning the mindset as the other time list was taken down 
was to expect that but you never expect the first one and | was you know inches from you when it happened 
and the first one's always a shock but you know our training kicks in and we react and | think you saw that 
but that's part of doing rings 
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saw that but that's part of doing rings part of our job and it's with Daphne Lyman you're in gets you job done 
do you think people feel pretty protected we're hearing you know people in New York are asking our people 
are feeling confident in the in the gear that you have in the training that you have missiles flying overhead 
we're very confident they give you been issued it's been inspected we traded on several occasions we put 
trust in the medical personnel or receive here or received here in support of us and the measures been given 
from a medical standpoint doc | think we're pretty well protected shock and awe that's the term that we keep 
hearing again and we've seen it yet Ivan | haven't seen severe but that does amazing you know you can't 
see very far these burns are in the bunker we spent a lot of time with the [___] today but I'm sure the 
response will be just as a president said and we'll just wait on that all right lieutenant Mike Tavella top five 
such bunker calls today at times wearing the gas masks for up to an hour people do feel very confident that 
for one thing that struck me people feel very confident | waiting in the bunkers with the gas masks on 
understandably anxious Sanjay before we let you go we're gonna try to bring Major General Don Shepard 
into the conversation who joins us from Atlanta right now formerly of the Air Force general Shepard fire away 
yeah well | remember in Vietnam we used to get some mini rocket and mortar attacks we got complacent | 
was just wondering from the lieutenant if he sees anybody get complacent yet as they run in and out of these 
bunkers and really nothing has happened yet Paul Sanjay | let that yeah yeah we turned up a[___] general 
Don Shepard is asking a question which is that with so many bunker calls you think that there's a concern or 
have people already started to become somewhat complacent with this you think that's a risk okay that view 
sir | would say that our complacency will get marie's killed and we're told that in training so there are no 
complacent Marines here yeah we're Swift in every drill | think pretty clear answer there I'm major-general 
Shepherd Peyo Greta 
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I'm major-general Shepherd Peyo Greta and | pass on to him to stay that way all the way to Baghdad yeah 
any pass was on to stay that way all the way to Baghdad again lieutenant Mike the role of joining me here 
and and equate Paula thanks so much Sunday general Shepard just a quick question to you we saw Kyra 
Phillips on board the the USS Lincoln a little bit earlier this morning and she talked about f-14s taking off an f- 
18s just give us a sense now that this first attack was launched overnight what the mindset must be of the 
hundreds of thousands of men and women on duty now well we're getting serious but it hasn't kicked off yet 
Paula my guess is at the air at the aircraft that you saw taking off the Lincoln there we're hitting targets in the 
southern no-fly zone further preparation of the battlefield for the Marines and the soldiers as they break 
through those berm this is not the major portion of the attack | think when that comes there'll be no doubt in 
anyone's mind Paula general Shepherd thanks so much back to bill now in Kuwait City good morning bill 
hello Paula yet again here as we continue to analyze this military front to try and see what the strategy may 
be once it truly kicks off in the conflict with Iraq why there still is this wide open question Paula whether or not 
Turkey airspace could be used by US fighter jets it would be critical from a number of standpoints chiefly 
being military planners will tell you the southern portion is taken care of when it comes to taking on Baghdad 
but the northern part is still in question there may be a vote today we're told in the Turkish Parliament 
fredricka whitfield is watching all of that now from Ankara the Turkish capital when she can tell us what she is 
seeing and hearing thus far today Ford Rica hello hello bill well the Turkish Parliament is in session and a 
vote could come at any moment today a tea issue those US military flights over Turkey in order to carry out 
any northern front operations in Iraq but unlike the initial much more comprehensive plan that would have 
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comprehensive plan that would have allowed US military full access of Turkey which was denied earlier this 
month it's unclear whether there will be any financial incentives that would come to Turkey and Turkey could 
certainly use it there 93 billion dollars in debt and initially that first comprehensive package would have 
offered 30 billion dollars including six billion in direct US aid in exchange for full access now Washington is 
saying we're not quite sure if we're going to offer anything and if we do it certainly isn't going to be anything 
close to the thirty billion dollars even after what could be today's Parliament to vote the u.s. still could come 
back with a special offer asking for special passage of the 60,000 American troops and their special armored 
gear just to pass through the Turkish territories in order to make it northern Iraq it is expected that there just 
might be some financial incentives offered there Frederika thanks fredricka whitfield an anchor it clearly a 
windy day in Turkey this is something we have not seen in the past day that's been a good thing based on 
the sandstone we experienced about 24 hours ago before we get back to general Sheppard John King at the 
White House now has some some developments John what he have for us at this hour well billed the 
president in the Oval Office we were told to expect two things today one an urgent round of military planning 
and a decision on when to give the go order for the major portion of the US strike a number two some urgent 
telephone diplomacy as well some of it to allies the British Prime Minister Tony Blair will be in daily contact 
with President Bush we're told we're also told this morning by a senior official that the president has been 
briefed and quite well understands the criticism from Paris from Moscow other key capitals around the world 
but we were told mr. Bush will be quote undeterred by that he escalated by as much as two days we were 
told the planning yesterday by launching these strikes trying to decapitate the Iraqi leadership US officials 
said the president this morning in his meetings with secretary Rumsfeld and others will decide whether 
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Rumsfeld and others will decide whether to stick with the initial plan which we were told called for the major 
strikes not to begin for perhaps another 12 to 24 hours or whether to escalate it even further bill John King at 
the White House thanks not a major general Don Sheppard on | want to talk about something very specific 
here we're told possibly four iraqi missiles inbound in northern kuwait earlier today that's the reason why the 
Marines and the soldiers had reached for their gas masks on putting on their other chemical suits we heard 
the sirens here in kuwait city for about three and a half hours off and on we are told though that three Patriot 
missiles were fired and perhaps only intercepted one of these Iraqi missiles based on the early information 
we have right now what can you say about the capabilities right now these Patriot missiles how good how 


effective are they yeah bill well we got some baseball cards that I'd like to show you here and then talk about 
the Patriots in relation to that the first one of these the possibility of what's being fired out is the Al Saud 
missile those that are being destroyed they had about 120 of them reportedly destroyed 60 of them that's a 
possibility of what was being fired it's a variant of the scud the other one the next one is the the alsa mood 
missile beyond the allison mood missiles the SS 21 scarab it's a short-range ballistic missile again its range 
is down around seventy-five to a hundred miles and beyond the scarab we've got another one coming up 
here the Alpha Tom missile it is really a variant of the the ground to ground frog rocket free rocket over 
ground if you will now the problem with all these missiles is that we have suspicions if they may have found 
ways through science projects to put a chemical and perhaps even biological probably chemical weapons on 
these the improved Patriot has improved battle management capability to allow us to sort the incoming 
rounds further out and employ the missiles against them we don't know how effective this new pac-3 Patriot 
is it's been tested it look good in testing but we're gonna have to wait to see all of these are early reports we 
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to see all of these are early reports we still don't know exactly what was fired and we don't know exactly what 
we have hit out there so we're gonna lot to sort out their bill before it come to conclusions all right let me 
move to a different area then what is it like then on the Iraqi side knowing that the accuracy of these missiles 
does not have a very good track record folks like yourself say sometimes when they get a direct hit it's only 
because of chance and luck what do they do now based on the firing the information they get back then the 
recalibration of these missiles to be launched at a later date bill this is harassment type fire this is not any 
type of organized military response to United States forces they do not know where United States forces are 
the United States forces have moved to different positions so they had some intelligence early on but they 
don't know exactly where we are which is one key to targeting and the other thing is that they don't have 
command and control mechanisms that their disposal like we do we're jamming their frequencies we're 
listening to their frequencies so | don't expect that these attacks are going to be very effective on the other 
hand they do keep United States forces running to their bunkers so it's harassment at these early stages bill 
their best of that would be to either get out of the area or to surrender take that final point just a step further 
how do you fight that if you're chemical suit how do you fight if you have a gas mask around your face how 
do you fight if you're inside of a bunker yeah the answer is you don't basically you have these warnings when 
you have incoming rounds because the enemy can't attack on the ground while these rounds are coming in 
either so you wait for the rounds to come in then you get the all-clear when they stop hitting then you get up 
and move out and fight and you practice that day after day after day Marines and soldiers are really good at 
this bill as you've seen major general Don Shepard thanks again and we'll write it again next hour here on 
American morning let's get back to New York now here's Paula Paula though | wanted to add a little point 
that the kuwaiti of police officials are now confirming | guess that they have in custody 17 Iraqi soldiers and 
our understanding is those numbers will go

that [Music] I'm gonna take you back now here in Kuwait City live good morning again everyone it's just 
coming up now on five o'clock local time here in Kuwait City this morning when we woke up we took a drive 
at about 35 miles west and north of Kuwait City but we got to the furthest point we could reach prior to hitting 
a military checkpoint where we returned back what we saw along the way it was quite striking in the past two 
months and three visits here to Kuwait | can tell you it was difficult to go a half mile on the highway outside of 
town and not see some sort of US military her British military presence being a Humvee a tank an armored 
personnel carrier what have you today it was difficult to even spot them until we got to that checkpoint area 
we sat there for the better part of half an hour and what we witness and what we saw was a giant convoy 
maybe two dozen giant big rig trailers coming back their loads empty on the rear coming back from the north 
headed south what they're at Karen we don't know but clearly a resupply mission is underway in the northern 
part of the desert could be food or water could be ammo could be light on vehicles could be armoured 


personnel carriers whatever the military right now has in terms of its strategy | think it's quite important to 
point that out only because it gives us the indication here in Kuwait that all these units be at US Army or u.s. 
Marines now have reported to their units are now moving north toward the Iraqi border much like we reported 
now Paula in the past two days here in coid a clear sign that military operation has moved even further up in 
the northern part of the desert Paula bill and in addition to that at this hour you have US troops on the move 
in 
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hour you have US troops on the move in southern Iraq let's check back in with Barbara Starr who joins us 
live from the Pentagon with more on that good morning Barbara good morning Paula well bit of an update 
from here on last night's strike on Baghdad officials telling us it was a complex of small buildings south of the 
city that they were mainly aiming at two f-117 stealth fighters each dropping two Jay dams joint direct attack 
munition two thousand pound precision bombs with some deep penetration capability after the f-117 dropped 
those four bombs the Tomahawk cruise missiles were called in on what is described as cleanup duty against 
that target some 36 Tomahawk missiles we are told being called in on this series of strikes officials still trying 
to assess this morning exactly the results of last night's airstrikes now we are told to continue to expect 
throughout today more air strikes over southern Iraq over the southern no-fly zone the military the US military 
will be moving in with land-based and Navy aircraft carrier based aircraft moving to clean up and strike some 
of the Iraqi air defense Artillery missile sites in the southern no-fly zone preparing the way for what is 
expected to be the ground invasion and the full air campaign sometime in the next 24 to 36 hours or so we 
are told finally on that Special Forces helicopter that we now know made a hard landing or essentially a 
crash landing in the southern no-fly zone yesterday before the mission against Baghdad we are told 
everyone was recovered safely one Special Forces soldier suffering some minor injuries but the entire team 
was extracted however officials are saying special forces are now continuing to move throughout the 
southern no-fly zone part of the effort Paula to prepare the battlefield move against key targets and prepare 
the way for the next round 
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and prepare the way for the next round Paula farmer you said the Pentagon right now is trying to assess the 
impact of the airstrike so we had heard that they were guardedly optimistic that perhaps they did kill some 
members of Saddam Hussein's top leadership can you confirm that no I'm sorry Paula we can't confirm that 
here officials are not yet ready to say that we do however expect a briefing from Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld General Richard Myers chairman of the Joint Chiefs some time mid morning we are told we expect 
they will tell us more about it but you know officials are generally military officials here are very cautious 
about making any assessment till several hours pass in to get the full picture even the British defence 
secretary Geoff hoon is told reporters that he doesn't think the stripes were as effective maybe as they had 
hoped Senator John McCain in an interview | did just about 45 minutes ago suggested it is his belief that 
Saddam Hussein is still alive and | know Pentagon is not confirming any of this stuff okay can you add 
anything to that well we asked that question here early this morning of a senior defense official did you 
believe do you believe that Saddam Hussein is still alive and we got we don't know meanwhile David Ensor 
our national security correspondent is saying that in that an analysis of that tape is being made there was a 
taped message shortly after the strike begun by Saddam Hussein it is their belief indeed it was that Saddam 
Hussein not a double but | guess they're gonna get back to us and let us know when in fact that message 
was taped Barbara Starr thanks so much we'll be getting back to you often throughout the morning back to 
Bill now in Kuwait City Bill head Paula is still waiting a report by Kelly Wallace she's working the story in 
Israel there's been a lot of concern right now whether or not Iraq would launch missiles perhaps guns or 
otherwise targeting Israeli citizens much like we saw back in January in February of 1991 before we get to 
that report though CNN's Bob Frank and also 
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report though CNN's Bob Frank and also another one of our many embeds here at CNN he's with the US Air 
Force stationed somewhere in Kuwait right near the Iraqi border exact location not known right now Bob joins 
us now to tell us what he is seeing and hearing from his perspective Bob hello hello bill the exact location is 
one of the pieces of information that we are not allowed to give out you know the conditions of the EM bed 
and that just is one of the ground rules here but what | wanted to report is similar to the situation in Kuwait 
City there have now been four code Reds that are called which in military parlance means that an attack is 
imminent all four of them have proven to be inconsequential in a period of 10 to 15 minutes the the code has 
changed we're in a code GREEN meaning that there really no requirements of free to wear anything that 
doesn't matter | right Bob that we lose you okay bob franken again here sorry getting some information in my 
ear Bob thanks for that report Bob's with the US Air Force he mentioned four code Reds we have heard him 
here in Kuwait City as well at this point yet again just to reiterate Paula the all-clear has been given we've 
been sitting in that mode for the better part of 90 minutes now you raised some interesting issues with 
General Don Shepherd about 15 minutes ago about the effectiveness of u.s. Patriot missile batteries | think 
he suggested that one of the incoming missiles from Iraq a surface-to-surface missile was taken out the two 
others believed to have fallen in the desert anything else you can tell us about that yeah not a whole lot but | 
can tell you Paul there was a lot of concern as to whether or not the Patriot missile is really that effective you 
remember from the 1991 war when not a single Scud launchers was taken out target on the ground in Iraq 
and because of that the Iraqis were able to continue firing these scuds into Israel into Saudi Arabia into 
portions of Kuwait now after the past 12 years has been a lot of Technology put into these Patriots 
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of Technology put into these Patriots and make them better and more effective and as Don Sheppard 
pointed out we're all waiting to see right now whether or not that technology has indeed been implemented 
and whether or not it works better than what we saw 12 and a half years ago thanks Phyllis we review what 
happened in 1991 it's important to remind all of you listening out there this morning that Iraq indeed fired 39 
Scud missiles into a rock today excuse me into Israel and today Israeli citizens are being told not to leave 
home without a gas mask let's check in with Mike Hanna our bureau chief who's standing by in Tel Aviv this 
morning Michael morning you say Israeli citizens have been instructed to carry their gas masks at all times 
and indeed they have been doing so even the kids going to school this morning going along to school 
carrying those gas masks although a large number of parents did keep their children away from school 
waiting to see exactly what transpires the Israeli is a government was informed of the fact that the strike was 
about to happen in Baghdad Secretary of State Colin Powell calling the Israeli Prime Minister Ariel Sharon 
some 90 minutes before that first cruise missile did go into Baghdad and in the course of the day Israeli 
Foreign Minister in a video phone conference with his ambassadors both in the UK and in the US sent a 
message to the u.s. saying that Israel is fully supporting the u.s. in its efforts but and this is an important fact 
saying that Israel does not believe it is part of this war and expresses the hope that this remains the case this 
referring to the fact that it did become a part of that last Gulf War when those thirty nine Scud missiles that 
you mentioned landed here but at this stage no sign whatsoever that there is any real threat and the Israeli 
government has been saying repeatedly that the likelihood of an Iraqi strike into Israel this time round is very 
slim indeed Paula but if for some reason these Israelis are brought into the war what is the understanding 
between the Israeli there's leadership in the US leadership

the maximum amount of force if necessary so once again if Israel is struck all indications are from the Israeli 
government that is likely to respond depending again on the level of the attack that's offered against at Paula
